ast August an "army" of disciplined, khaki- 


uniformed youths emerged in Red China. These 
youths, 14 to 18 years old, are known as the Red 
Guards, and have been referred to as the "shock 
force of Mao's thinking," or as "Mao's Militant 
Teen-agers." 


The Guards are quasi-military, and their ori- 


gin is credited to Lin Piao, defense minister and 
No. 2 man under Mao Tse-tung, chairman of the 
Communist Party. They have been trained, 
drilled and uniformed by certain divisions of 
the People's Liberation Army loyal to Mao. 


The Red Guards were set up to bypass the 


sources of strength of the opposition, but the 
situation in Red China has been confused, to say 
the least. 


Some observers see the Red Guards as Mao's 


weapon in a deeper-seated, internal power 
struggle. 


China's higher schools, colleges and univer- 


sities have been closed since last September, 
while the students learn to carry out Mao's "cul- 
tural revolution" at the grass-roots livel. They 
are allowed free transportation to spread the 
Mao doctrines. 


In Nanking, anti-Red Guard forces appar- 


ently took over after three days of clashes with 
the Guardists. In the big, south China city of 
Canton, wall posters publicly assailed Mao. In 
the capital city of Peking there was turmoil as 
the Red Guards demonstrated in mammoth ral- 
lies. Nearly all Chinese Communist leaders have 
been denounced. You can't tell the good guys 
without a program-ami 'here is no program.

YOUR DENTAL HEALTH 


Trimming Denture May 
Relieve Jaw Numbness

DEAR 
DR. LAWRENCE: 


"My question is: What makes 
my chin numb? I've just start- 
ed wearing new dentures and 
something seems to be wrong 
with the lower one — Mrs. 
F B. 


ANSWER — Numbness or 


anesthesia of chin and lips of 
denture wearers is not com- 
mon. 
We've seen few such 


cases in recent memory. In all 
of them, one side only was in- 
volved and the lower denture 
was at fault. 


The nerve 
that supplies 


sensation to teeth, jaw and 
lips lies in a canal inside the 
jaw 
bone. 
When 
natural 


teeth are present this nerve 
gives off a branch to each 
tooth. On cheekside of jaw, 
on both sides, in premolar 
areas, there is an opening in 
the jaw bone, u n d e r the 
gums. A branch of the main 
nerve 
emerges 
from 
this 


opening and supplies sensa- 
tion to chin and lower lip. 


Since our b o d i e s are bi- 


laterally 
symmetrical, 
this 


opening 
appears 
on 
both 


sides of the jaw, nerves com- 
ing together and intertwining 
at midline—like intertwining 
fingers. 
Therefore, 
if 
the 


nerve on one side becomes in- 
volved, part of the opposite 
side of lip and chin present 
similar symptoms. 


If dentures fit too tightly in 


area where the nerve emerges 
from bone, pressure on the 
nerve may cause irritation and 
numbness or some degree of 
anesthesia in chin and lip. 
This can easily bs relieved by 
t r i m m i n g that section o"f 
denture that lies over the 
emerging nerve. 


This t r e a t m e n t usually 


gives relief in a matter of 
hours. Further relief and com- 
fort may be obtained by ap- 
plication of hot wet packs to 
affected 
areas. (Wet towel 


over hot-water bag.) 


There are other causes of 


numbness of jaws, some of 
them serious. A tumor any- 
where along the patch of the 
main nerve; injury; pressure 
of impacted wisdom tooth; 
"novocain" injection; temp- 
orary or permanent numbness 
following extraction of tooth, 
if nerve is injured; all are 
causes that must be consid- 
ered before correct diagnosis 
ca:i be made and proper treat- 
ment given.

great player and a good play- 
er is that the really great 
player gives himself every 
little extra chance. 


After this peroration, take 


a look at the North-South 
hands and plan your play in 
four spades against a king of 
hearts lead. 


You might as well start by 


ducking a heart. Sometimes 
your opponents will s h i f t 
suits, but this West did not. 


Now you are in your own 


hand and if you are only a 
good player you will lead a 
club to dummy's ace and re- 
turn the nine spot. West will 
win with the king and even- 
tually the combination of four 
clubs and four spades in the 
East hand will put you one 
down. 


When Sidney Lazard of 


New Orleans held the South 
hand he gave himself that 
one little extra chance. He 
played the nine of clubs from 
dummy instead of the ace. 
From then on everything was 
duck soup. When he played 
dummy's ace of clubs later 
on he picked up West's king. 
Then all he had to do was to 
draw as many trumps as he 
could and tell East that he 
could have his high trump 
anytime he wanted it. 


At this point we plan to 


forestall a lot of correspond- 
ence by pointing out that 
Lazard could win the first 
heart, take a diamond finesse 
and lead out dummy's ace of 
diamonds for a heart discard 
whether or not East ruffed in. 


That play would have been 


a winner but it was an extra 
losing chance. It would cost 
the contract if East held the 
king of diamonds and would 
only gain one extra trick if 
it worked. 


On the other hand the nine

f Editor's Note: Jim Ryun. the greatest distance runner 


in the world and certainly in the history of the United 
States, is an odds-on favorite to be named the winner of 
the Sullivan Aioard as the outstanding amateur athlete 
of the last year, when the announcement is made in 
February. Young Jim, 19, is more than a running 
machine. He's also a sensitive college sophomore who 
has discovered another outlet for his virtuosity in the 
art of photography. Presented on this page are speci- 
mens of his work in photo journalism, a career which 
has begun to intrigue the young record-breaker. And the 
following story tells how it all started.)

LOS ANGELES. Calif.—(NEA)—The semifinalist in the 


Topeka city golf tournament last summer came into the 
scorer's tent after his round with a wry grin. 


"I don't know," he said, "whether to sign my card or have 


the photographer sign it." 


The photographer's signature might have meant more. He 


was a tall, lean teen-ager with a hungry face, shooting pic- 
tures for the Topeka Capital-Journal. Trouble was, he was 
better known than his subjects. From Kansas all the way to 
Kiev, Jim Ryun is recognized as the world record holder in 
the mile and the half-mile. 


Kiev, as a matter of fact, is where it all started—Jim 


Ryun's auxiliary career as a sports photographer. It was the 
summer of 1965, and Jim, a graduating senior at Wichita 
East High School, was getting ready to go to that city behind 
the Iron Curtain for the U.S.-Russian track meet. 


He had already broken the four-minute barrier in the mile 


run and defeated New Zealand's fabulous Peter Snell. Rich 
Clarkson, the photo director of the Capital-Journal and one 
of the country's noted sports photo journalists, had become 
his camera Boswell. 


Jim, who carried a box camera to the Tokyo Olympics, 


started querying Rich about sequence jobs with zone of focus 
etc. The questions germinated an idea. 


"Why don't you take this Nikon with you to Russia," sug- 


gested Rich to Ryun, "and see what you can come up with?" 
Clarkson sat down for two sessions with the youngster, in- 
structing him on the mechanics of the camera and types of 
pictures to take. 


"I didn't seriously consider that he'd come back with any- 


thing," admitted Clarkson, who arranged quick delivery from 
Russia anyhow. In three days he received eight rolls of color 
film and of the couple of hundred shots, only 10 frames 
weren't perfectly exposed. 


"His pictures were well-composed, and with interesting 


people. He captured the Russians as they are. You know, it 
took a lot for Jim just to go up and click a shutter. He's a 
shy boy basically." 


In July, 1965, the Capital-Journal printed a full page of 


Ryun's photos from Kiev, Russia, his first work to hit print. 
That fall, after he enrolled at Kansas, Clarkson hired him as 
a part-time photographer to help out on football weekends. 
Kansas opened with Texas Tech, and Clarkson set up a 600- 
millimeter lens on a tripod, instructing Ryun, "I just want you 
to watch this so nobody knocks it over. You can look 
through it if you want and maybe shoot a couple of pictures 
if you see anything that interests you." 


After the game, he asked Jim, "You shoot any pictures?" 
"Yep." 
"How many?" 
"Six rolls." 
Included was a sequence series of the key play of the 


game, a fumble recovery, which the newspaper featured in 
its photo spread of the contest. 


"From now on," instructed Clarkson, "don't watch the 


camera. Use it." 


Will young Ryun, who has run the mile in 3:51.3, race into 


photo journalism with as much ardor? 


"I hate to be a person who jumps into something," replied 


Jim thoughtfully. "I haven't been in it that long—only a 
year and a half. I want to wait and see for a while first."

Peking correspondent, offered 
no clue as to why Liu himself 
was not seized. He said Mrs. Liu 
told the president to return 
home and she would stay with 
the Red Guards, the teen-agers 
helping Mao Tse-tung In his 
power struggle with Liu. 


By this account, Liu was still 


living in the fashionable Peking 
district of Ju Nan-hal at that 
time.
